Recently the New York Times gave nearly half 
questionnaire which was sent pupils 
schools one the smaller cities the State New 
York. Here are the questions that were asked: 

What business profession would you like enter? 

you expect finish high school? 

you like school? 

How many books have you read during the past year? 

What you dislike most school? 

What you like most outside school? 

What you dislike most outside school? 

What the biggest problem you are facing now? 

these questions some the pupils doubt under- 
took return matter-of-fact answers; but others appar- 
ently essayed epigrammatic amusing, while con- 
siderable number seemingly gave little thought the sub- 
ject, concerning themselves with jotting down the first 
reply that came into their heads. Here were the answers 
the question, “What you dislike most school?” 
Latin, mathematics, English, biology, history, foreign lan- 
guages, certain teachers, last-period study hall; detention 
after school, restraint. The things outside school that 
were reported most liked were, the order named: 
Sports, reading, music, dances, movies, pool, bas- 
ket-ball, socials and parties, amusements, touring, church 
work, hockey, farming, tennis, play, football, hikes, books, 
sewing, trapping. 

not intended here through the list, but 
enough has been submitted indicate that the contribu- 
tion the world’s wisdom result this questionnaire 
hardly likely equal the value the paper which 
was used putting out the questions and securing the 
replies.

INCE the publication THE TEACHER’S 

WORD BOOK Dr. Edward Thorndike 
1921 there has been increasing interest vocabulary 
studies. Dr. Thorndike was aware the deficiences 
his list. offered help all teachers 
estimating the commonness and importance 
words. his instructions the teacher who uses 
the book says: 

“The conscientious and thoughtful teacher now 
spends much time and thought deciding what 
pedagogical treatment use case the words 
that offer difficulty pupils. she teaching 
reading she finds, according Miller, over nine 
thousand words (this number includes, however, 
many derived forms) used standard Third Read- 
ers. Many these probably should not taught 
all that grade; others should explained the 
time serve the purpose the story, but then left 
their fate; others should thoroughly taught 
and reviewed. This Word Book helps the teacher 
decide quickly which treatment appropriate 
telling her just how important any word is...... 

second practical service the Word Book 
provide the less experienced teacher with that 
knowledge both the importance words and 
their difficulty which the expert teacher has ac- 
quired years experience with pupils and with 
books. The beginner teaching may profitably 
take the words any lesson and try judge how 
important each is, checking her estimates the 
facts the Word Book. She can thus obtain 
few hours easy study what would have required 
months difficult learning class-room experi- 
mentation; and the experiences the class-room 
will made much more instructive her.”

One the most useful lists for the primary teach- 
that which was published the Twenty-fourth 
Yearbook, Part the National Society for the 
Study Education, 1925, pp. 186 and following. 
Doubtless there are errors this list. seems 
strange that “cap” listed while “hat” not. The 
prevalence the fashion using the former 
hardly sufficient excuse for the omission the lat- 
But the whole remarkably satisfying 
ist. 

The Kircher list, which also appeared the 
Twenty-fourth Yearbook, not valuable, because 
based readers which appeared before 1925. 
The words “buttercup”, “mamma” and “black- 
smith” hark back the time when. teachers were 
still permitting decorations falling leaves and 


showers violets invade the type area prim- 
ers, and cause discomfort many small readers. 

1926 Dr. Arthur Gates published READ- 
ING VOCABULARY FOR THE PRIMARY 
GRADES. This list based the findings 
Thorndike, Moore, Packer and Horn. The author 
realized the need for determining word meanings, 
and lists all words under the different parts 
speech. Undoubtedly this the most useful the 
lists now available. 


Dr. Edward Dolch READING AND 
WORD MEANINGS brings out many interesting 
facts concerning the relation meaning use and 
relation frequency value. Childish and Per- 
manent Values Curriculum Making, which ap- 
peared the April 1927, Chicago Schools Journal, 
Dr. Horn raises the question word value: “Can 
one justify teaching first-grade child word 
which among the 590 words most frequently used 
him but which does not occur the basic adult 
list, while the same time omitting word which 
often even more often needed the child 
his present life and also permanent value? 
Keeping mind that the number words which 
can taught Grade One limited, shall one 
teach squirrel while omitting mother?” 

This question Dr. Horn’s leads directly into the 
problem which confronts the Catholic teacher: Does 
the vocabulary the Catholic child differ materially 
from that the child who not receiving definite 
religious training, and should the teacher aware 
this special vocabulary and attempt guide 
scientifically? The answer most certainly the 
affirmative, and many teachers are attempting 
this very thing.

Purpose. The purpose this study was secure list 
words which form part the Catholic child’s vocab- 
ulary and which are not included any standard list. The 
list represents the combined judgment twenty primary 
teachers. 

Method. Three kindergarten teachers worked out the 
pre-school list and submitted the entire group, who 
criticized and revised it. Twenty-five words were chosen 
from the list and evaluated arbitrarily. 

Seven first-grade teachers worked out the first-grade 
list, and submitted the criticism and revision the 
group. Seventy-one words were chosen and evalu- 
ated. 

Six second-grade teachers worked out the second-grade 
which forty-seven words were chosen and evalu- 
ated. 

Four third-grade teachers worked out the third-grade 
list, from which the entire group chose one hundred eight 
words and evaluated them. 

Result. list 251 words was thus secured. 

Value. The teachers making the study have the begin- 
ning reliable list religious words for use charts 
and incidental reading. They are also awake the reali- 
zation the magnitude the spoken vocabulary the 
primary child the parish schools. The permanent value 
the list will depend the use made it. 

TE: The lists were checked against the Thorndike, 
Horn-Packer, Kircher and Gates Vocabulary lists. 
word included these lists this level were used. 

Because the scarcity religious selections readers, 
the vocabularies readers were not analyzed.

Nature study has been defined “the learning 
nature those things that are the best worth 
knowing the end doing those things that make 
life most worth living.” nature study every 
other science, the aims and objective must clearly 
evident the teacher’s mind that her procedure 
not aimless one, but conscientious striving 
attain definite goal, for the heart education 
purpose. The realization may there that however 
broad the horizon observation both teacher 
and class, nevertheless, because the very vastness 
the subject, there must legion facts still 
untouched and unobserved. However, the one dom- 
inating objective nature study, which all others 
must yield precedence, the knowledge nature 
which leads nature’s God, Who the prime end 
all Christian education. 

The aesthetic aim nature study great im- 
portance. Beauty has itself message give. 
its own force expression may cause the eye 


sparkle, the step become more elastic, and simul- 
taneously safeguard against idleness and waste 
time. Further, beauty gives joy, valuable asset 
which every teacher should appreciate. Both psy- 
chologically and pedagogically speaking, without 
that spirit joy permeating the classroom with its 
uplifting influence, there can successful teach- 
ing. Joy enkindles the love something worthy 
and ennobling which passport the world over. 
Vision its companion, which unfolds the secrets 
closed years, and peers forward into the future. 
Joy and vision are the two keywords which reveal

The actual content primary nature study offers 
variety phases. The study trees special 
interest because plentiful opportunities for obser- 
vation. The general form the tree, apprecia- 
tion the variety its colored foliage, the use 
trees for shade, fruit and wind-breaks, the appear- 
ance the tree affected seasonal changes,— 
all these furnish abundance material that can 
make nature study interest the child. sup- 
ply actual experience, sponges may dipped 
colored water, torn into tree shapes and placed 
cardboard stands; leaves picked from the trees can 
mounted and preserved booklet form. 

Closely allied this phase, the cultivation 
bird friends, which never ceases source 
spontaneous joy the child.

The study plant life general tends develop 
some sense civic responsibility towards making 
the home and school surroundings more beautiful, 
towards the conservation wild life and forestry, 
and provide source pleasure, and enjoyment. 
small scale this sense can cultivated the 
little children. actual experience with well- 
known plants, the roots, seeds, leaves, fiber, flow- 
ers and fruit can studied. The various uses 
the plant and its parts man, and the improve- 
ments made man’s experiments are also im- 
portance.

settle back. Meanwhile, games and sports are 
splendid for boys; they back further than simply 
physical development. Lighter physical exercise, 
hikes, etc., are splendid for girls. Then there

The habit thought 
control will naturally spread over the sex field, but 
control thought one-half the battle. the 
idea “All sinful anti-social thoughts put 
imprinted the mind and develops into 
one-half the battle won. Then keep the boy and 
girl busy something; not the boy who goes 
out and gets into good fight that need fear 
most, but the moping quiet, listless boy. Need 
remind readers that positively harmful 
repressive and needlessely authoritative; 
equally even more harmful coddle and protect 
children, wait them and try shield them 
from every blast, material and other. boy and 
girl who have not been trained shoulder respon- 
sibility during adolescence will subjects for in- 
feriority complexes later when the protecting hand 
father and mother have been removed. Case 
histories psychotic women especially show this, 
but the same true men. The boy who during 
adolescence coddled and fondled and protected 
adoring parents, the boy who had his every want 
satisfied before expressed, will not able 
cope with the exactness the business and com- 
mercial world, matter what capital stock father 
and mother place his credit. The girl who 
shielded unduly from every blast, flies the pro- 
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tecting arms her parents when the stern realities 
professional husband, and bearing and rearing chil- 
dren, face her. have spoken above active 
play athletics; repeat here, let the adolescent 
boy and girl play, keep them busy anything short 
sin, not complain the dirt they leave round 
the house when they play games, and keep pets, and 
build machinery and “near” machinery. 
course, train them bear some the responsibility 
keeping things tidy, but the house for the 
children and not the children for the house. Every 
play drains off emotional energy; the more can 
drain away from potential sex-outlets into actual 
non-sex outlets the better.

difficult make one’s way through the maze 
roads that loom when one speaks the psy- 
chology adolescence. would add one more 
word reference sex instruction proper. This 
delicate subject, and one that has the 
whole been handled very indelicately has 
been tabooed. Most have received our first sex 
instruction very fortuitous way, and this fact, 
and the word others, mostly those whose lack 
adequate instruction has brought disastrous conse- 
quences, prompts students this subject give the 
advice answer your child’s questions candidly 
when inquires, “Where did 
come from?” Most children know early age 
that chick comes from egg. easy com- 
paratively easy tell the child simple way 
response her inquiry that she grew her mother 
until she was grown enough live outside, just 
the chick grows the egg until able live 
outside. Many better examples can thought of, 
drawn from nature. giving simple and truth- 
ful reply the child satisfied and will come 
mother again when further difficulty arises re- 
gard this matter. the child told the stork 
story, told, “Nice children not ask such 
questions,” will get his information elsewhere, 
and forever after knows this subject must 
not take his mother. closes the doors con- 
fidence and makes something which essentially 
holy take very unholy cast the eyes the 
child. There still another side the question. 
child badly informed and emotionally not very 
passionate apt develop such dislike and ab- 
horrence for marriage possibility that de- 
velops, more often she develops, psychosos pe- 
culiar adolescent boys and girls, usually occurr- 
ing first before the age eighteen and known 
mental unbalance that most sure recur after 
life, and its beginnings are always traceable poor 

presenting this subject have taken for 
granted very many things. have hence omitted 
any reference divine grace both assisting and 
preventing. have taken for granted that the 
efficary prayer and the sacraments well known. 
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have omitted also any discussion the value 
harmonious home environment. the case many 
the mental disturbances which have encoun- 
tered, while they were due primarily, course, 
inheritance, often the immediate cause was lack 
harmony the home-relations father and mother. 
The most potent factor normal, healthy, adoles- 
cent development, with reverential anticipation 
future homes their own, the example hap- 
home. Many girls especially, indicated 
above, have developed pronounced fear the re- 
sponsibilities the married state, either through 
vicious presentation its relations irresponsible 
servants and base-minded older playmates, 
through the example veiled, perhaps, but well 
understood conjugal infelicity the home. 

conclusion, would like cite some case- 
histories that have come under our notice. ven- 
ture, instead, just one further word advice—let 
give our boys and girls fighting chance, least, 
pure minded, earnest, builders permanent 
future homes.

Suggestions for Course 
Brother Cornelius, F.S.C., M.A. 


PLATE (See Figure 10). Although the aim this 
course not draw directly from the object, but in- 
still the main principles perspective and make the 
student draw according them, nevertheless desir- 
able sometimes bring the geometrical type-solids and 
other convenient objects into class and place them before 
the students the position called for the particular 
problem hand. This especially useful for problems 
oblique perspective. must careful, however, not 
let the practice develop into mere sight-drawing for 
there are some who draw fairly well sight, but still fall 
into many errors because they not know the perspect- 
ive principles. use these while yet drawing directly 
from the object all right. 


Draw first the perspective base your pyramid; then 
the diagonals the base and their crossing the perpen- 
dicular the base; this perpendicular choose your ver- 
tex and draw the slanting edges it. Notice that the 
four pyramids row left represent objects 
the same size, but different distances from the ob- 
server; they are, moreover, all the same perspective 
distance left the line sight. Also the group im- 
mediately below the have three pyramids same 
size perspectively but different distances. these ob- 
servations many interesting problems may built. Next 
come exercises the pyramid angular perspective and 
various positions lying its side, and then take 
the oblique. 

The house and pyramidal trees given the plate might 
also drawn below eye-level; also simpler problems in- 
volving similar applications the type-form may 
given. good often require the perspective 
worked out from given plans which the teacher can draw 
few minutes the blackboard. 

Suggested problems based the square pyramid: street- 
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lamps; house-lamps with shade, and same decorated; sim- 
ple houses, towers, steeples; flower-boxes; gate columns; 
well with pyramidal roof posts, etc.

this quotation might conclude that play and 
occupation are synonomous terms. Until consider 
the application, the statement seems like one Chester- 
ton’s paradoxes; but let search for the meaning each 
Webster says that play the serious business 
child’s life; activity, the response instinct 
that vital child’s normal development. Occupation 
the principal business life; that which one’s 
time devoted; the pursuit which one regularly en- 
gaged. Comparing the definitions, draw the inference 
that child’s play preparation for its future life and 
hence paramount importance. 

All normal children talk, sing, draw, love animals, enjoy 
beauty and play. our curricula find means 
develop these tendencies language, music, drawing, na- 
ture study. Why, then, should omit play, since each 
these activities indication God’s plan the 
child’s culture; since, Froebel maintains, plays are the 
germinal leaves later-day life? 

work-interests lead make living, play-interests 
enable live more fully the lives demanded our 
nature. Play allows the child grow. Health depends 
largely upon the full development the heart and lungs; 
nothing contributes more towards securing this result 
children than play, especially the open air. 
sound body sound mind is, relatively speaking, full 
description happy state this world, the teacher 
should check overexertion ambitious children; for since 
play the response natural prompting which school- 
restraint intensifies, and school work makes more enjoy- 
able, the ardent worker and the ardent player must 
kept within reasonable bounds. 

Play not only aids the child physically, but also morally. 
Organized play offers excellent opportunity give the 
child conception the value and necessity law. 
learns cannot play without conforming the rules 
the game; this knowledge helps him appreciate the 
laws his country and life. Physical exercises and 
team games exact obedience the command the 
leader, for, indeed, success invariably depends upon the 
ready response the orders given, and the loyalty all 
hands the organization. 

Some one has affirmed that character the power 
say yes the opportune time. Play, therefore, 
good agent character building. nearly all games the 
child confronted with the necessity making instant 
decisions and acting upon them. child wishes 
emulate she must decide, and this habit acting upon her 
own decisions cultivates independence and the spirit 
achieving. For many children, nowadays, games furnish 
the only means developing individuality. Bel- 
loc, his charming poem “Birds,” catches the achieving 
idea children, when portrays the model child, Christ, 
refusing the ready made toys: 

When Jesus was four years old, the angels brought him toys of gold, 
Which no man ever bought or sold; 
And yet with these would not play. made Him fowls out clay, 
And blest them, till they flew away. 

Education should teach adaptability. games and 
plays the child realizes this and understands the reward 
that the aftermath. observation games, must 
quick sight; guessing games, quick thought; 
games skill, keen, accurate, quick; tag and chase, 
physically fit; dramatic games, must willing 
take minor part; team games, must co-operate; 
special games, learns justice, control temper and 
obligation waiting his turn; and not all this valuable 
ethical training? 

noted educator wrote that play the child’s right and 
the teacher’s opportunity. have given few proofs rela- 
tive the first part the statement; remains now for 
deal with the teacher. The ideal teacher inter- 
ested whatever conducive the child’s welfare, but 
the child not mind-reader, some means must 
resorted order close the circuit between pupil 
and teacher, and the best way give visible proof 
her interest her daily work, her love for the child, 
her wish bring much sunshine possible into 
school hours, her general ability; and there bet- 
ter way accomplish this, there better test the 
powers teacher, than the manner which she man- 
ages the relaxation periods.

Sister Mary Louise Cuff, Ph.D. 
Third Grade 


this stage the language work, written ex- 
ercises should given some prominence, but 
oral work should still hold the place importance. 
The children should now have good hold the 
“sentence sense”, and they should have daily prac- 
tice the writing few sentences. About twice 
week written exercises should given involving 
the paragraph the unit expression. These 
children can readily grasp the idea that the para- 
graph made number sentences, few 
many, accordance with the thought ex- 
pressed any particular topic. 

the various forms written work, perhaps, 
the letter the most important for the child this 
stage his advance written composition. 

Let the children instructed write letter 
friend, describing trip made some time. 
might the holiday season, the summer 
time. example for instruction let each child 
the class write the same letter. Have some child 
tell trip made. The first paragraph would 
describe the preparations made home before 
leaving; the second paragraph might describe some 
friends the station; the fourth, the entertainment 
the home the friends. The description some 
happening might form fifth paragraph. long 
letter written, the homeward journey would 
form sixth paragraph, The letters however should 
kept short, and the children should understand 
that each topic touched upon forms separate para- 
graph. 

The number paragraphs written should 
discussed the subject each should thought 
through, they should kept short, especially 
the letter consist more than three para- 
graphs. Let the children decide how many topics 
they wish talk about. Many suggestions will 
offered, many that they will make quite 
lengthy letter. this case, the class might di- 
vided into sections, each section writing cer- 
tain topic the letter, this topic forming single 
paragraph. After the writing finished, the para- 
graphs each section might compared and the 
best written paragraph chosen for part the letter, 
and with the other sections until the various 
paragraphs have formed the complete letter. After 
some practice exercise this kind the chil- 
dren will begin show evidence language 
conscience correctness speech and alert- 
ness phraseology. Such written production 
here described should the standard achieve- 
ment for the written composition work the third 
year. 

other lessons than the language, the child’s 
efforts express his thoughts should regarded 
composition, and should guided accord- 
ingly. said elsewhere, efforts guide the child 
the correct expression his thought will surely 
fail, unless all the teachers all the subjects teach 
language ALL THE TIME. The teachers must 
pay the cost, and eternal vigilance this matter 
the highest price. 

Teachers should not exact written compositions 
from children unless the subject previously dis- 
cussed class. The child should have the infor- 
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mation before attempts write the subject 
under consideration. this groping the dark 
that has caused many children dislike composi- 
tion, hate even the name. the written produc- 
tions the children would yield desirable results, 
their efforts should center the correct form 
the expression and the elegance phraseology. 
This cannot achieved the children are left 
the dark, and “don’t know what write about.” 
knowledge the subject gives them appetite 
for further information, and desire put this 
into written form. 

“Talking the matter over” class not end 
itself, but rather means end. All oral 
language should assume the form familiar con- 
versation, thereby teaching the child converse 
easy and familiar way. Whatever the child’s 
acquisition this line may be, they will enter into 
all his activities. 

There should also periods which topics 
that had previous thought could discussed. 
these conversation periods that the teacher 
will discover just what points these little people 
need instruction. the children should taught 
act easy graceful way, pleasing them- 
selves and delightful others, much more should 
they taught avoid any touch measure 
words, formality expression, for such proceed- 
ing indicative painful existence. Its purpose 
really accomplished. But what its purpose? 
make impression others, the impression 
made, and even though the impression good 
one, always desirable? the duty teach- 
ers teach the children natural and free, but 
the same time the children should taught 
cultivate delicate reserve, and every way 
avoid any expression the crude, coarse type. 

There “quantity” material for language les- 
sons. mention another: OBSERVATION. 
Here the teacher should make distinction between 
fact and fancy. Children should permitted de- 
scribe formations their imagination study 
the clouds; their mental vision the squirrel’s 
partner that did not appear; again, conversation 
between the male and female cedar; that the 
stones over which the waters the brook flow.

Training 
oral composition paramount importance here 
well the lower grades. Teachers should 
very vigilant seriously and definitely planning 
the oral work both exposition and argument 
well narration and description. seems that 
this advance the child’s progress, most teach- 
ers are content correct the oral expressions 
they occur the various recitations, ordinary 
conversations, but the regular composition period, 
written work prevails. 

important point for the teacher English 
remember this: Without impression, there can 
expression worth while. order that im- 
pression may made the mind the child, 
must have ability think accurately and effec- 
tively. This can only attained drill oral 
composition. 

this grade certain grammatical principles 
should taught. These, however, should not 
the form definitions and rules for the pur- 
pose memorization, but the children should 
given the principles and taught recognize them 
they appear written material. oblige chil- 
dren memorize grammatical rules defeats the 
purpose language. Let them formulate their 
own rules where occasion demands, and their defi- 
nitions will very similar, not identical, with 
the formal rules grammar. The objection the 
memorizing principles and formal rules gram- 
mar that children regard such dis- 
agreeable tasks only learned for the day, and 
with this mind they are willing forget and let 
the rules remain the book rather than apply them 
thought expression. 

grade four previous grades, reports 
OBSERVATION lessons should form subjects for 
oral work composition. The teacher should as- 


subjects that demand more accurate observa- 


tion than those the lower grades. The children 
should assisted this enlargement the sub- 
ject, and instructed the development that more 
detailed reports can expected. 

this work the school libraries will much 
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help the children, for they should taught 
supplement their knowledge gained actual obser- 
vation using the reference books which treat 
the matter under consideration. They should 
allowed have the books open their desks 
whilst quoting from articles written the subject 
their observation work. These children are old 
enough know just where they may find further 
information, and they should also taught make 
comparisons articles different authors. Even 
supplementary readers can used for this purpose 
well magazines which can found any 
information bearing the subject under discus- 
sion. 

the oral talks these subjects that the 
teacher may find rich mine for language improve- 
ment. language should carefully watched, 
but not until the child has finished his speech may 
corrections given.

Reciting topics may answer very well his- 
tory, geography, reading classes, but the Eng- 
lish class where oral compositions are given, the 
child called upon should give the entire story, recit- 
ing topic topic.

The subject STORY-TELLING grade four 
should continuation this work grade 
three, but more highly developed. 

THE REPEATED STORY was the simple form 
used the previous grades where much assistance 
had given the teacher. grade four and 
also the higher grades, the child should find the 
story for himself. find the story de- 
velops the child taste for reading, and gives 


the teacher opportunity for guiding the reading 
her pupils. The teacher will find joy the fact 
that discrimination and selection reading tastes 
are being developed well desire for outside 
reading which bound produce greater power 
retain what read.

The RECONSTRUCTED STORY will add much 
interest the work story telling.

History 
Conference 
Sister Mary Clotilda, M.A. 

NATURE THESE VALUES. Every subject 
studied school has direct and indirect value. 
relation each other, school subjects vary 
respect the extent which they possess either 
one these values. The chief value the subject 
may indirect—history when studied for cultural 
social study. subject has direct value when its 
content closely related activity purpose 
life. This means that its content admits im- 
mediate application without being correlated 
combined with another subject for the purpose 
elucidating elaborating that subject. 
has indirect value proportion adjunct 
obtained another subject, when merely 
propaedeutic. Indirect values assume transfer 
training, and when subject commends itself solely 
for this purpose, its transfer value must high. 
this case subject serves background for 
numerous other subjects. 

THEIR RELATIVE IMPORTANCE AND EX- 
TENT. The direct value the study history 
arises from the fact that the information imparts 
may useful meeting certain situations life. 
This value high the teaching profession where 
history its details must known. likewise 
high when knowledge historical facts connotes 
certain grasp government problems and social 
issues, and equally high when this historical 
information gives one intellectual poise—a feel- 
ing assurance and pleasure, mark culture. 

But the function history more than the mere 
imparting facts; involves broadening vis- 
ion, training mental integrity and suspended 
judgment. Viewed this way, history cultivates 
general ability, that itself colors all appreciations 
and attitudes issues that confront one each day 
life’s various activities. 

These values, direct and indirect, cannot defin- 
itely and entirely separated, since the purpose his- 
tory study produce effect that general—a 
mental discipline. While the facts, when known, 
themselves denote knowledge merely, the cumula- 
tive effect the study history apprehension 
and wisdom. Unconsciously this knowledge, which 
establishes mental condition, associated with all 
other knowledge and the effects produces 
mind, brought bear upon all situations life. 
Useful knowledge connotes activity mind; be- 
comes associated. All knowledge that forceful 
assumes unity mind, and mind acting unit 
approaches all the issues life. is, therefore, 
question what extent history contributes the 
development superior vision, and what extent 
interpretative knowledge may brought bear 
upon contemporary situations. 

HOW ABSTRACT THESE VALUES. The 
method teaching history will influence largely 
the extent which either yields direct 
indirect value.

These detached sentences! They are not rule 
gems literature! only some good, experienced 
teacher could firid time compile attractive 
Latin book which would satisfy all requirements 
and bear assurance that would stand for some 
time the test passing and changing years! 
regard pronounciation, eminent Latin profes- 
sor says that the Roman pronounciation should 
abandoned extremely difficult, brings 
compensating advantages, and does bring distinct 
disadvantages. The English pronounciation, 
adds, honest, simple, easily applied, and re- 
lieves the beginner especially one important ele- 
ment difficulty and discouragement.

easy understand then that supposed mystical 
manifestations must studied very carefully and must 
looked upon more than likely due some the 
curious psychological tendencies that have been studied 
much and with such good results recent years. Even 
those who are perfectly sane and who have not been the 
subject any nervous disturbances may rather readily 
hear see things that might easily considered have 
some supranatural significance and yet are only ordinary 
manifestations due certain defects the senses, and 
the conditions which our memory and our senses act 
together the securing information. 

Whenever individuals have shown any tendency what 
known scientific medicine the psychoneuroses, that 
nevous symptoms due the influence the mind, all 
sorts curious manifestations may reported them. 
The psychoneuroses are really only the old-fashioned 
hysterias under another name, but that name which 
plain English means mind nervousness descriptive the 
condition and its cause. Above all does not assume 
the word hysteria does that such conditions are limited 
women for they are not, due sex organs for they 
are quite independent them. During the war had 
many thousands cases “shell shock” called that 
were really only cases old-fashioned hysteria the 
young soldiers. This experience was shared all the 
Allied armies and also those the Central Powers. 

People with hysterical tendencies will often report the 
seeing and hearing things for which there objec- 
tive reality. They are not quite responsible for these 
deceptions, that the sense that they must consid- 
ered trying deceive others, but must always 
kept mind that they are deceiving themselves and then 
passing the delusions. Such patients, for they are 
really patients who ought under the care phy- 
sician, will report the hearing voices, the seeing 
sights various- kinds and the feeling various more 
less inexplicable sensations. They may even inflict rather 
severe pain themselves order produce what 
supposed confirmatory evidence. girls 
have been known put strong mineral acid their skin 
produce burn that would make them the center 
attention and perhaps form confirmatory evidence their 
story that someone, spirit human, was persecuting them 
some way. Many them have been known inflict 
wounds themselves and especially lash themselves 
with whip for the same purpose even the extent 
drawing blood. These have often happened connection 
with hysterical patients where there has been question 
communication with spirits but only with the idea 
showing how they were persecuted someone near them. 

The extent which hysterical patients will order 
attract attention almost unbelievable. have cases 
for instance record medical literature which young 
women put furry caterpillars the brown hairy variety 
into their mouths just before the doctor came visit 
them, order that they might expectorate them his 
presence and make him believe that there was some sort 
very serious disturbance going inside them which 
led the breeding caterpillars. Some them have 
been known put excrement into their mouths for the 
purpose bringing forth the proper moment for the 
doctor bystanders see and commiserate them. 
large number them the history such things have 
been known deceive parents pretending that they 
did not take food, and several the “fasting phenomena,” 
so-called, that young women who were supposed not 
need eat anything, have actually starved themselves 
death when guard was put them and they could 
not obtain food surreptitiously they had been doing 
before. any number cases hysterical young women 
have found some means making the thermometer em- 
ployed take their temperature register such high de- 
grees 110°, 125°, 150°, even high 170° one 
reported case. For such temperatures special thermome- 
ters have provided. Almost needless say such 
are quite incompatible with the continuance 
life and its processes. The human blood coagulates 
about 108°, that higher temperatures than this make 
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death inevitable and the thermometer record the hys- 
terical patients represented not body temperature but 
something quite different. half dozen these 
cases recently patients have been found applying the bulb 
their thermometer hot water bag they had bed 
with them coil steam pipe which ran down 
behind the bed something else elevated tempera- 
ture that made very high record the self-registering 
thermometer. 

Fortunately there are certain signs called stigmata 
which enable rule recognize hysteria rather 
readily. hysterical patients the eyeball likely 
quite anethetic that insensitive irritation, that 
thread may drawn across even the cornea without pro- 
ducing spasm winking. The back the throat 
likely very insensitive touch, that the handle 
spoon tongue depressor may pushed against 
the fauceus without producing any violent reaction. Still 
more important signs, because they cannot produced 
voluntarily, are the reversal the color fields vision 
that the red field instead being narrower than green 
normally the case wider, intense narrowing the 
whole field vision that sight only the immediate 
vicinity the macula lutea yellow spot intensest 
vision and there little vision over the rest the 
retina. Where such signs are present the person who has 
them definitely hysterical, that is, sufferer from 
disturbance the nervous system due some mental 
idea that impresses them very deeply. Phenomena that 
she reports must not taken too seriously rule. 
Indeed thoroughgoing neglect them very probably 
the best possible treatment, but course each individual 
case must studied its particular merits. 

Such tests need made rule physician but 
some them are simple enough for trained nurse 
trained attendant the sick able make them 
quietly without attracting the patient’s attention any 
extent. The findings may orient the case better. Hys- 
terical people are also likely have patches anesthesia 
the skin, that superficial skin areas which the 
prick pin scarcely felt. the other hand, they 
may have patches skin that are intensely hyperesthetic 
supersensitive and the slightest touch them may 
cause rather violent reaction. These patches especially 
anesthesia were often seen and noted the persons 
the so-called witches during the period the witch- 
craft delusions and trials. They were said the re- 
sult the touch the devil and therefore were con- 
sidered almost damning evidence communication 
with his Satanic majesty. They are, however, only con- 
ventional hysterical manifestations that enable the phy- 
sician trained medical attendant such case un- 
derstand the patient better. 

There are some more striking manifestations than mere- 
the subjective hearing voices the seeing visions. 
Occasionally young members the community display 
some form what Father Thurston, the English Jesuit, 
groups under the general term “blood prodigies.” These 
consist either the stigmata, they are called, some 
other mode bodily sympathy with the Savior and His 
Passion that leads the appearance bleeding. The 
stigmata properly so-called represent the bloody wounds 
made the nails the hands and feet the Savior and 
the Roman soldier’s spear His side. Sometimes all 
these will bleed either regular intervals perhaps 
Friday three o’clock, the hour the Passion, some- 
times during Benediction the like. Father Thurston 
who noted for his critical acumen these matters 
points out that there have been number counterfeits 
among these people affected the blood prodigies. Some- 
times the stigmatisés have been discovered causing them- 
selves bleed. one rather well known case where 
surgeon asked allowed bandage the hands 
Friday noon, the bleeding came promptly P.M. 
spite the fact that the hands were covered. The 
surgeon then asked permission bandage the hands once 
more but this time pasted the bandage strip 
tissue paper. This was exactly the color the bandage 
material, passed without notice. There great 
difference however the reaction bandage material 
and tissue paper pin needle pricks. the bandage 
the resiliency the material closes whatever hole 
made, but that not true the paper. The surgeon 
found number pinholes, perhaps needle holes, the 
tissue paper, account for the cause the bleeding.

may not deliberately trying deceive but who her- 
self deceived and can scarcely help what she does.

TEACHING RELIGION 
Defects Technique 


Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D. 


HEN new technique teaching introduced, 

usually lacks that fine balance which comes only 
the happy result proper adjustment. new technique 
have previously seen has this natural disadvantage 
that constitutes reaction against method that has 
outlived its usefulness. This revolutionary trait inherent 
any innovation the cause certain onesidedness 
and overemphasis that are difficult avoid. this fact 
that gives conservatism its right exist and its eminent 
usefulness. The legitimate function conservatism 
progress reduce the new the right proportions 
consonant with reason and good taste. Clashes under 
these peculiar circumstances are inevitable, for, view 
the essential imperfection man, both the conserva- 
tive and the innovator will inclined too far. The 
impatience the innovator will make him scornful the 
conservative and the exaggerated circumspectness the 
conservative will render him hostile any new scheme 
that deviates from the beaten track, which alone re- 
gards safe. things progress the radicalism the 
one and the hostility the other gradually wear off, and 
the new technique considerably modified mutual com- 
promise come into its own. After all the delay caused 
this manner only temporary nor any way tragical. 
happens that much the old that was really good 
salvaged and that the new pruned its disfiguring ex- 
aggerations. Hence, tolerance and sympathy ought pre- 
vail between the innovator and the conservative, because 
they are indispensable each other. 

the old method accorded the chief part the teach- 
ing process the teacher, the new method has shifted 
the emphasis and assigns the main part the child. 
longer the teacher that teaches, the child that 
teaches itself. The teacher assumes the humbler rule 
merely guiding the activities the child and supervising 
them. supposed nothing for the child which 
the child can for itself. certain extent this ex- 
cellent. There has been, especially religious instruction, 
too much teaching that actually stifled every initiative and 
crushed all personality. there are limits this 
method. These limits the advocate the new method 
does not always clearly recognize. Teaching save 
the child number useless experiences which lead 
gain. experiences the older generation had un- 
dergo, but there adequate reason why they should 
repeated. Instruction must provide short cuts which 
save both time and energy. leads the goal more 
quickly than individual effort, but this can only 
not merely directs activity but, least some cases, 
furnishes ready made mental content which 
absorbed the child. anywhere, this particularly 
true religion. Here, there can question merely 
finding. Here the content given and must taken 
is. may even exceedingly dangerous leave the 
child under the impression that has its own efforts 
come the perception truth, since such impression 
may lead species rationalism. Our religious in- 
struction deals with supernatural and revealed truth, and 
the earmarks such truth are that they not result 
from the human mind but that they descend from heaven. 
The heart supernatural religion the mystery, that 
truth which transcends human understanding. Whatever 
technique employed must careful not obliterate 
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obscure this mysterious character revelation. 
technique that assigns too large part the selfactivity 
the child, however, somewhat prone this very 
thing and thus work untold mischief. Regard for the 
supernatural character revealed religion will inspire 
with great caution and make apply the selfactivity 
methods those correctives which the peculiar nature the 
subject requires. 


Spontaneity, which strongly stressed the modern 
methods, has its rights. Yet man not all spontaneity. 
There him distinctly passive and receptive side. 
cultivate the one the detriment the other pro- 
duce ill balanced personality. moral education, for 
example, well utilize the natural good impulses 
which are our native endowment. Careful winnowing, 
however, absolutely necessary, since all our native im- 
pulses are not good. With the cultivation the sponta- 
neous, accordingly, small amount repression must 
go. From this repression moderns are trying get away. 
They are fascinated the idea spontaneity and see 
the salvation mankind educational methods which 
give this spontaneity the fullest conceivable scope. 
little observation will quickly convince us, however, that 
this direction modern pedagogics has not produced the 
best results. The principle spontaneous development, 
albeit partially right, cannot the only principle dic- 
tate our educational methods. must duly supple- 
mented method that takes into account the receptive 
side human nature. Hence, recent writer the 
methodology religious training says: “The new self ac- 
tivity method has rendered invaluable service re- 
ligious instruction bringing the fore the principle 
spontaneity and awakening and systematically strength- 
ening the spontaneousness religious life; but must 
evolve into more comprehensive method which also 
meets the receptivity our nature, which not less evi- 
dent and real than spontaneity. Such method minister- 
ing this double phase human nature would longer 
onesided and partial, but would the truest sense con- 
stitute total reform.” overshooting the mark 
view man active and ignore the plastic side his 
nature. Plasticity, however, not merely directed, 
must actually shaped and patterned from without. The 
mind man also part merely passive and plastic; 
that extent, must positively influenced the 
teaching process. number truths will always have 
simply proposed the child for assimilation. The 
old methods devised for the communication these truths 
are not entirely out date. They still may very prof- 
itably employed. 


The other day had the privilege assisting cate- 
chism class conducted venerable old whose 
years formation lay the past when the modern meth- 
ods were yet unknown and who consequence was 
untouched them. What struck was that her meth- 
ods did not all impress antiquated, outgrown and 
musty. the contrary, they had undeniable freshness 
about them and appeared very effective. was 
obvious that her method teaching really did contain the 
germs out which the modern methods developed. 
little emphasis here and there would have imparted her 
class the air perfect modernity. subsequent talk with 
the experienced nun made clear that she had not 
only unconsciously but consciously always been guided 
these very principles which are put forth the discovery 
our days. There was this class none that stifling 
spontaneity which usually associated with the old 
school. The minds the pupils were afforded every op- 
portunity bestir themselves and reach out the 
truth. Personal religious was not excluded nor 
was any avenue approach the heart and will the 
child neglected. the other hand, remained perfectly 
plain that the teacher aimed communicating very def- 
inite doctrinal content. She not only directed the activi- 
ties her pupils, but she actually put something into 
their minds. These old methods are much nearer the 
new ones than many are prepared admit. The fact 
that many are entirely too much impressed the dis- 
coveries modern pedagogics, that they fail see that 
the old methods contain the new ones germinal state. 
contemptuous attitude advisable neither towards the 
old nor the new. both cases need judicious discern- 
ment and independence thought. Uncritical admiration 
never very helpful. keen sense proportion 
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saving grace education and prevents grotesque distor- 
tions and onesided exaggerations. 

course, the old system had been what the 
minds some its antagonists, surely deserved 
condemned radically bad and should thrown out root 
and branch. Here such description, which, however, 
anything but true. “But supernaturalism starts with dis- 
trust human nature. That being so, the function ed- 
ucation not guide the child the path selfdevel- 
opment, but lead him out that path, lead him into 
the path strict obedience (what ultimately) super- 
natural direction. The education which the Church has 
practiced for more than thousand years, principle 
dogmatic, dictatorial and severely disciplinary, the discip- 
line which enforces being that quasi-military drill.... 
That such system education, system which every- 
thing that really matters done for the child, which 
not allowed anything for himself that his 
teachers can for him, not allowed choose even 
digest his own mental and spiritual food, not allowed 
give free play his natural powers and tendencies, not 
allowed (one might almost say) exercise the organs, 
the nerves the muscles his soul—that system 
rigorously and systematically repressive must tend 
arrest, and therefore distort, the growth the soul, 
obvious truth which some least those who are 
interested education are last beginning realize.” 
(Edmond Homes, Two One? defense the Higher 
Pantheism, The Hibbert Journal, April, all 
means such system should abolished. Not for mo- 
ment longer should tolerated religious education. 
Only, rather doubtful whether ever existed. 
quite sure that never was the system that commonly 
prevailed Catholic schools.

This word comes from the Latin “credo,” believe, and 
the Credo abridgment the truths which must 
believe.

Offertory Prayer 


This anthem which the priest recites and the choir 
chants after the Gospel Credo. was St. Augustine 
that instituted the practice singing psalms during the 
Offertory; Rome verses were sung. The Offertory 
prayer indicates the spirit the mystery the feast 
which the Church celebrating. 


Offering Bread and Wine 


First—The priest takes the bread and offers God, 
saying the prayer beginning, “Receive, Lord,’ ’etc. 

Second—The acolytes bring from the credence table the 
cruets filled with water and wine. ancient times 
royal noble houses there was credence table which 
the different dishes were placed, after trusty servant had 
attested his belief, “credential,” that they were not poi- 
The priest standing the Epistle side the altar 
pours from the cruet some wine into the chalice, after 
which blesses the water with short prayer, and pours 
little into the wine, symbol two natures 
Christ, and remembrance the blood and water 
which flowed from His sacred side the crucifixion. The 
priest returns the middle the altar, and there offers 
the wine the chalice God, saying the prayer begin- 
ning, “We offer unto thee, Lord, the chalice salva- 
tion,” etc. 

Solemn Mass the celebrant incenses the offering, 
the cross and the whole altar. 


Lavabo 


The word “lavabo” means shall wash,” and this part 
the Mass called because, while the wash- 
ing his fingers the Epistle side, recites the psalm 
beginning with the word “Lavabo.” prayer the Most 
Holy Trinity then said.

Orate, Fratres

“Hanc igitur.” saying this prayer the celebrant 
extends his hands horizontally over the bread and wine, 
begging God accept this oblation and deliver all 
eternal damnation, and number among the 
elect. 

This invocation God 
asking Him bless, approve, ratify, and accept this obla- 
tion that may become the Body and Blood His 
well beloved Son Jesus Christ our Lord. saying this 
prayer, the priest makes the sign the cross three times 
over the Host and the chalice together, and once over the 
host and the chalice separately. 


Consecration 


The consecration begins with the words “Qui pridie,” 
which reproduces the history the Last Supper. 

Words consecration are. “Hoc est enim Corpus Me- 
um,” for this Body. After the priest has pro- 
nounced these words, kneels, adores, and elevates the 
consecrated Host. Then, after recounting what Christ 
did regard the chalice, the priest says these words 
over the wine: “For this the Chalice Blood 
the New and Eternal Testament; the Mystery Faith 
which shall shed for you, and for many, for the remis- 
sion sins.” “As often these things, shall 
them remembrance Me.” Here the priest genu- 
flects, adores, and then elevates the chalice. 


Fortescue says his work “The Mass”: “The prac- 
tice elevating the Blessed Sacrament immediately the 
words ‘Hoc est enim corpus meum’ had been spoken, de- 
veloped sign that the bread was consecrated.” Eudes, 
Bishop Paris (1196-1208), was the first bishop who 
ordered the elevation the Host. the end the 
thirteenth century, the practice the elevation the 
Host had spread all over the West.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Elective System’s Collapse 

According Robert Kelly, Permanent Executive 
Officer the Association American Colleges, who has 
written some length the subject for the New York 
Times, the elective system, which each seeker for 
higher education constructed his own curriculum, has col- 
lapsed, though the practice rigid adherence the 
stereotyped, unyielding and archaic curriculum which 
succeeded has means returned. 


Experience with the Eliot plan demonstrated that did 
not work well practice. Mr. Kelly explains: 


“Student interests proved not always highly intellec- 
tual ethical. The new movement led consequences 
sometimes beneficial, sometimes 
tions generally do. Some professors were found 
more amiable than others dispensing passing marks; 
some classes met more convenient times and seasons 
than others, with resultant over-population not condu- 
cive the best results. Many students developed high 
initiative discovering the paths least resistance. Many 
programs became scrappy and superficial. would 
unfair, however, charge the collapse the free elec- 
tive system wholly the long-suffering student. The 
faculty took hand also bringing about chaos, They 
deliberately organized themselves into departments, each 
undertaking supply complete education. The re- 
sult was that the digestive apparatus many students was 
upset. 

Individuals among the student body, well faculty 
members, revolted against what Mr. Kelly calls “the 
hodge-podge” that resulted from the elective system. 
what now coming observes: 


“Perhaps the present effort forward-looking colleges 
may summed this The twentieth century 
college attempting help the student three ways— 
discovering his own capacities and interests, actual and 
potential; revealing him the implications those 
capacities and interests, and contributing their real- 
ization.” 

The greater part his paper devoted report 
considerable detail the practice, experimental cer- 
tain extent, vogue number educational institu- 
tions, many which admit that they are feeling their 
way, and concludes follows: 


“All colleges recognize the difference between the needs 
freshmen and sophomores the one hand and 
juniors and seniors the other; they recognize the desir- 
ability certain degree concentration during the last 
two years, and that through all there must the high- 
est degree unity possible. Provision being made 
that the student may know his own language; that may 
know something one more foreign languages; that 
may prepare for ‘intellectual and moral leadership’ 
knowing the eternal thoughts and aspirations and achieve- 
ments men they are preserved the literature 
these languages; and that may have some grasp the 
movements the civilization his own time. Builders 
the modern college curriculum intend that the student 
shall have some familiarity with certain methods—the 
scientific method, the historical method, the method 
criticism. Above all else should know and able 
use the method creation, which consists recognizing 
differences and then resolving them into larger whole 
and making them over into vital human forces. the 
college can give him the mastery these tools and these 
methods will certainly help him creator and 
will somewhat have justified its curriculum. These are 
the chief administrative means, the chief: external devices. 
But remains true now, always has, that the chief 
means inspiring students four years intellectual 
adventure bring them within the sphere influence 
the warmth and light devoted intellectual and spirit- 
ual personalities, some one more whom are found 
almost every college faculty.”

“Idiom,” Wallace Rice asserts that 
either ignored our gram- 
mars held disrespect and for 
correction.” further asserts that 
“idiom, upon occasion, rises superior 
grammar and logic,” and asks, 
seem worth considering 
our schools?” 

Evidently with disdain for para- 
dox, Mr. Rice makes these affirma- 
tions: 


differs upon occasion from 
grammar and from logic. may 
grammatical logical both, un- 
grammatical and logical, ungram- 
matical and illogical; yet good Eng- 
lish. follows further that given 
locution may grammatical and not 
good English, logical and not good 
English, grammatical and logical and 
still not good English. proof 
show that ungrammatical il- 
logical, both; while proof 
incorrectness show that, however 
grammatical, however logical, not 
idiomatic. Idiom, then, upon occasion 
rises superior grammar 
logic.” 

cites from Webster’s Dictionary 
definition idiom the broader 
meaning the term—“the syntactical 
structural form peculiar any 
language,” and then, from the same 
source, reproduces these definitions 
idiom the senses which the word 
usually employed: “An expression 
conforming appropriate the pe- 
culiar structural form language. 
expression that peculiar itself 
grammatical construction; one the 
meaning which whole cannot 
derived from the conjoined mean- 
ings its elements; thus, ‘Monday 
week’ idiom signifying ‘the Mon- 
day week after next Monday;’ ‘many 
idiom signifying ‘many taken 
distributively;’ ‘how are ‘what 
the state your health feel- 
From the “Dictionary 
Modern English quotes 
the statement that “grammar and idi- 
are independent categories; being 
applicable the same material, they 
sometimes agree and sometimes dis- 
agree about particular specimens 
the fact that these are distinct, 
but usually alliance.” 

Reading these citations carefully, 
will seen that there room for ar- 
gument whether the authorities 
whom appeals support Mr. Rice 
his exaltation idiom the ex- 
pense grammar and logic. 
not alone, however, challenging the 
findings grammarians. Professor 
Lounsbury, will recalled, de- 
lighted defending such phrases 
“Tt me,” the ground usage.
